Charts are graphs or grids of squares that 
represent the tight side of knitted fabric. 
They illustrate every stitch and the relation- 
ship between the tows of stitches. 

Squares contain knitting symbols.

The pattern provides any special instruc- 
tions for using the chart(s) or the key. 

The numbers along the sides of chans 
indicate the rows. A number on the right 

leftward from the number. A number on 
the left marks a wrong-side row that is 
worked rightward. Since many stitches 



are worked differently on wrong-side 
rows, the key will indicate that. If the pat- 
tern IS worked circularly, all rows are right- 
side rows and worked from right to left.
